The Recaleitrant Correspondents 
Imprisoned Until They 
* Shall Answer, ~~ 


Only a Bare Majority for the 
New Treaty.

THE RECALCITRANT CORRESPONDENTS. 

WasHineton, D. C., May 18 —After a seven 
hours’ session to-day, the Senate finally 
passed a resolution committing to the close 
custody of the Sergeant-at-Arms the two cor- 
respondents of the New York Tribune, who 
made a reply in writing that they would not 
answer the questions submitted to them by 
the special committee appointed to investi- 
gate the premature publicatipn of the treaty. 
The recaleitrants were, thereupon, taken 
to custody, and- confined in the Sen- 
ate Committee Room ou Pacific Roilroad. It 
was genera}ly expected that the imprisonment 


-would be limited to the session according to 


the old practice, but it was conticued indefi- 
nitely, or until the correspondents shall an- 
swer. Public sentiment here seems to be 
quite unanimous egainst the action of the 
Senate, and the proceedings ti-day were 
chasacierized by many of the older Senators 
as a ridiculous farce. The debate was quite 
spicy and epirited, especially that portion ip 
whicb Senators accused each other of leakiog 
to reporters the secrets of Executive sessions. 
PROSPECTS FOR THE NEW TREATY. 


The Senate meets to-morrow at ten o’clock, 
torerume the consideration of the treaty 
which bas been laid aside for the past three 
days. Thése who have taken an interest in 
the probable result have made something of 
as informal canvass of the Senate, and report 
that the treaty has buta small margin above 
the required two-thirds to stand on, and that 
this will be reduced as the discussion pro- 
gresses. Senators do not expect a vote be- 
fore the latter rortion of next week. 

ANOTHER OFFICE -SBEKER SATISFIED. 

The President has rewarded another ex- 
Congreseman, being the sixth he has appoint- 
ed to office since the 4th of March. To-day 
he nominated ¢x-Senator Warcer, of Alabama, 
as Governor of New Mexico. Warner has 
beeu in Washington for some time soliciting 
a place. Ex Congressman Pile, of 8t. Louis, 
Wesat the same time trausferred from the 
Governorsbip of New Mexico to the Mission 
to Venezuela, while James R. Partridge, of 
Maryland, who is now Minister to Venezuela, 
was promoted to the Mission to Brazil, vice 
Blow resigned—a change all round.

A STRONG LETIER.

Deak SiR: I have the honor to ackvowledge 
the receiot of a communication from you in- 
closing two eXtracts from vewspapers upon 
which you request my criticism; and 1 infer 
from your letter that you wish to learn my 
opiniow upen the public questions discused iu 
those articles.

Some prisoner had relieved the 
monotouy Of his days and gratified his mor- 
bid taste by covering the ceiling with these 
atuocious cuts, The jailer has very properly 
caused every one of them to be removed. 

In conversation wi'h Mrs. Fair, the absorb- 
ing themes are the recent trial and the pres- 
ent condition and future prospects of her 
littie child. ‘The latter visits her mother 
every morning and never fails to carry some 
pew or fresh it or something whjch she 
faceies will please her. Yesterday, w hen the 
door was opened to admit her, she exclaim- 
eo en bere comes your little sun-

Medlicott wanted to be discharged in order to 
let some other Doctor try the management of 
her case, but Ruth wou'd not listen to any 
such proposition. He thought there was no 
Doctor equil to Medlicott, aud esteemed him 
as a personal friead. 

The family got acquainted with Dr. Medli- 
colt a year ago last March, whea he wis 
called to the house in a professional capacity. 
Since that time the Rutb and Medlicott fami- 
ties have been very ae to the day of 
Mis. Medlicott’s death. Mra. Ruth frequently 
went out riding with Mrs, Medlicott, and on 
eome occasions Dr. Medlicott and his wife 
and Mrs. Ruth would ali go out ridivg 
together, 

Sometimes Dr. Medlicott woud call on 
Ruth and invite him to take a ride, but, find- 
ing bis business would not permit him, he 
would ask the Doctor if he would not take 
Mis. Ruth, instead of him. On such occa- 
sions Dr. Medlicott would take Mrs. Ruth out 
foraride. The Doctor was ~~ fond of chil- 
dren, and petted Mrs. Ruth’s tittle ones very 
much. She could hardly think it possible that 
he was such a demon as to have - unchaste 
motive in his littJe courtesies towards her 
and her children. ‘“‘Besides,”’ ehe rem

Be- 
fore election day the Democracy of 
Central Kentucky will be iully aroused to 
the dapger that is placed before them.

The Democrats of Central 
Kentucky are as anxious for a railroad as 
the Republicans. The question cannot be 
made a party question; and, therefore, the 
card played by the Frankfort convention 
will not win. 


The Paris Madmen. 


It anything would have yet been wanting 
to satisly the world of the infamous charac- 
ter and the vandalism of the insurrection 
of Paris, the demolition of the Vendome 
Pillar, the intelligence of which came 
across the cable the other day, would 
have been enough to satisfy every mind. 
Although the demolition of this splendid 
monument, erected to the glory of France 
had been formally decreea by the Commune 
of Paris, we still hoped that either the 
victories of the Legitimists or the reluct- 
ance of the Parisians would preveat the 
insane decree trom beipg carried into 
execution. But it seems not, and the 
splendid column had to give way 
to the madmen, who vainly en- 
deayored to wipe out by their crime, 
those pages of glory which have raised at 
their time France into the first rank 
among the nations. Those who reign in 
Paris by the most abominable of all 
tyrannies, by mob law, have had the ef- 
irontery to destroy this beautiful. orna- 
ment as “a monument of brutal force and 
talse glory,” and thereby erected for them- | 
selves & monument of in‘amy for all ages | 
to come which will survive for many 
centuries their execreble power.

the reign of some monarch or other, and 
remind the beholder ot their builder. The 
French Republics have indeed been gen- 
efally of 86 unstable and violent a charac- 
ter that no remembrance has remained 
of them, »o* monument exists of 
them, except the recollections of 
the bloody outrages perpetrated 
in the name of liberty. How the rest of 
France will look upon this insane 
destruction of ._public monuments can be 
seen by an extract {rom the writings of 
Victor HvucGo, who, in 1848, already 
described the execrable government now 
ruling in Paris: 

“Two Republics are possible. 

“One of them will tear down the ¢rico- 
lore and hoist the 
sous pteces from the Vendome Pillar, 
tear down the statue of NAPOLEON and 
erect in its stead that of Marat, destroy 
the.Institute, the Polytechnical School, 


fe: and the Legion of Honor; it will add to 


the beauttul device, ‘Liberty, Equality 
and Fraternity,’ the sinister alternative, 
‘or Death. It will bring ebont bankrupt~ 
cy, ruin thermch without enriching me 
poor, destroy the public credit, which is the 
fortune of all, labor, which is every man’s 
bread; will abolish property and the fam- 
ily, carry heads. on lances, fill ae 
with suspected persons, and empty them 

by the massacre, se®Europe afire, lay civ- 
lization in ashes, and make France the 
home ot darkness; it will kill liberty, stifle 
art, decapitaie thouzht, and deny God. It 
will erect the guillotine, and, in short, do 
everything in cold blood what the men of 
1793 did in their frenzy, and after the hor- 
rible but grand spectacle which our ta- 
thers have seen, it will show us the mon- 
strous in a contemptible pusillanimity.” 

The old poet probably did not think 
when he wrote the above, which charac- 
terizes the present Parisian Government 
admirably, that he was delineating the 
government which his own wild tanati- 
cism has since then helped to create in the 
French metropolis. 

The idea of destroying every monument 
reminding the beholder of tormer govern~ 
ments is so monstrous that itis hard to 
comprebend how it can enter into the 
head of any man who has any reason lett. 
What would have become ot history if 
this practice bad been carried out at every 
revolution and change that took place in 
the world’s history? Who does not de- 
plore and curse the blind fanaticism of 
the Caliph Omar, who destroyed the 
magnificent library of Alexandria, saying, 
“If it contains the same that is in the Ko- 
ran it is superfluous; if it coritains some- 
thing diffcrent it is noxious?” Who would 
not bewail the utter dectruction of all the 
works of science and art that have de- 
scended to us from the pagans by 
Christianity? And, nevertheless, this de- 
struction of the Vendome Pillar is as much 
te be deplored. Although it was not 
quite original, it being an _ imitation 
ot the famous column of Trojan at Rome, 
it was a splendid work of art, the like of 
which does not exist anywhere in France. 
The most eminent sculptors were engaged 
‘or years on the beautiful relieis, which 
were wound around the column in a band 
seven hundred feet in length, The won- 
deriul history of the great Emperor was 
depicted on this band in seventy-srx pic- 
tures of singular beauty and excellence, 
It was not only the history of NaPpoLEon, 
but also the most glorious period ot the 
history of France that was commemorated 
on this magnificent pillar, and to con- 
found this monument of national grandeur 
with a base remembrance of tyrants, 
shows that the Communists are as fooish 
as they ace barbarous. 

Once before the pillar almost tell a 
victrm to the fanaticism of some hot- 
heads. (mn 1814, after the return of the 
Bourbons, a pumber of fanatical royalists 
proposed to overturn the pillar and put in 
its place an equestiiam statue of Louis 
XIV. But common sense prevailed, aud 
the royal government itself prevented that 
act of barbarism. The Communists of 
to-day, who pretend to be so far in ad- 
vance of the rest of France, however, did 
not shrink back from this stupid sacrilege, 
for we can find no other word for this 
outrageous deed. 

Like the man who destroyed the temple 
of Diana at Ephesus in order to obtain 
notoriety, the Communists have thus 
erected for themselves a monument of 
eternal infamy, more lasting than bronze, 
and the recollection of this outrage must 
forever bavish aay lingering feeling otf 
sympathy from the breast of every one, if 
such a feeling existed anywhere for a mass 
of men who seek to gain prominence and 
eatisly their passions at the expense of all 
that mankind deems holiest and most 
wortby of respect.

THE ST. LOUIS AIR-LINE. 


Progress of the Work on ee 
Road Through India 

The work on the St. Louis necidn $a; is progres - 
ing catisfactorily. On tbe New Albany end, the 
line ef trestiework on eliber side of Paling Run 
from the foot of Main street to the fill west of 
the above stream and the high ground at Lower 
Seventh street, is completed, and ali that is neces- 
sary to have it ready tor the iron is the bridge- 
span over the creek. The contractors, Hooper & 

Washer, have commenced the work of raising 
the trestles, and expect to have them ready for 
the track in about ten days. 

The four sections ia the contract of J. M. Reid 
& Co. Will be completed in about three moaths, 
which will enable the company to lay thrre o: 
four miles of track from New Albany. 

At tunpe! No. 2, four miles from New Albany, 
the visioors found the workmen had p:netrated 
240 feet trom the east portal, and were wittia 
twenty feet of the outlet on the other side. This 
work is through solid rock. This tunnel, and 
tunnels 1 and 3 also, are eigbteen feet bigh and 
Ofteen wide, wiib arched roofiog. Tunnel No.l 
was finished some weeks since, and.the work- 
meso on tuonel No. 3 have penetrated 240 feet 
apd will finish it in a few weeks. 

The giade at the poimt «here the line crosses 
the Coryden pike is twenty-two feet above the 
level of the pike. Beyond the ravive from tbis 
point is the monster tunnel, t be work of division: 
It will require one year from this time to com- 
plete this tcnnel—baving to go through 4,000 
feet of solid rock. Menare at work on either 
end, those from tbe other side having penetrated 
212 feet. 


THE SHELBY-STREET ROAD. 


Whether There “Sball be a Sangie or 
Double Track. 

The question of allowing the Citizens’ Passen- 
ger Rallway Compeny to lay a double track out 
Shelby etieet was discussed at considerable 
length lest night in the Common Council.

t the smoke was already Dursting from every 
window from the fret tothe fourtn story, and 
the flames had buret through wine roof. The 
elahior ten streams that were playing from 
every available poiai could do sno good towards 
checkipjg the progress of the fire. Soon 
ibe walls began to crumble and 
full seriously eLdangering (he lives of the fear- 
tess fic men WDO Were standing seme under and 
some Upin them. First the back walis fell witb 
@ terribis cras®. sending the great sperks and 
pieces of faming “Oo bigh into the air. Then 
the upper portionof the froot wali toppled ever 
imto the street fading almost into the arms of 
Mr. Levi, the Cbtf of the Fhe Department. 
Seon afterwards the whole froet wall fall at one 
teirible c ash, icaving not one brick stendiog 
wepon abpother. 

The whele stracture thea crumbled to pleces, 
and falling tothe gieund :motbered the flames 
to such an extent that the bulidings in the ricin- 
ity were no lorgerin danger. Hadthe walls 
stood longer, no doubt the fre would have 
spread to the houses fronting on Chestout 
stieet. The roof of Dr. Sgeeo's residence on the 
‘corner was already smoking, and must have 
soon caught Ore. Dr. 8.. returms his thank; to 
» thove who worked «o faithfully in fighting back 
the flames. 

lhe south wall cf ihe burning building f. 1! up- 
on the littte two-story bul'ding adjoining, crush- 
log in tke roof and splitting the structure to 
pieces, the four walis of it bulging and falling in 
opposite directions. 

This house had two tenemrnts, in cne of which 
wasgthe grocery Of Ben. Aufenkamp, and In the 
other a confectionery and eating salvon kept by 
acolered man vnamed &. H. Davis.. Mr. Auten- 
Kamp bad just laidin anew and heavy siock of 
goods, which was burieo under the ruins. 

Mr. Aufenkamp and famiiy were asicep in the 
upper story abd did not awake until the firemen 
bad baviered down the frontdoor. Heand his 
family barely escaped with their lives, for the 
building w2s crushed to pieces only a few sec- 
onds after he got clear of It. 

The firemen had taken the hose upon the root 
ofthis house,and were playing upuyn the fre 
from there, and were driven away by the heat 
only a few minutes before the-crash. Had they 
remained a minute ionger they would have beeo 
crushed dowa under the burning ruins 

Se Ve ral Out-houses and little frame shanties iu 
the alley caugbtfrom the intense beatand were 
burned, as were several of the yam fences in 
tbe vicinity. Dr. Speed’s brick stable and office 
berely escaped. 

The frst floor of the factory of Harig, Koop & 
Co. was occupied by machinery which was very 
valuabie, and all of which was destroyed. One 
very fue turning-lathe cost $1.000. The second 
floor contained unfinished fural ure, estimated to 

worth $6,000, and the third feor un- 
Onished material worth $8,000. The fourth floor 
wes used as @ warehouse. and contained finished 
furniture valued at $8,000. This is the estimate 
of the proprietors, Tbe following are the fig- 
ures Obtained from the Fire Marsal:

A GHASTLY DEED. 


Suicide of Mrs. Heprietta Levi at 
Her Residence om First Street. 


THE TERRIBLE STORY. 


The repeated efforts of an unhappy ladv, Mra. 
Levi, the widow of M, D. Levi, to take her own 
life, culmimated successfully yesierday morn- 
ing, 

On last Tuesday Mrs. Levi, moved, with ber 
family of cightcbildren, to residence No. 191, on 
First strreet, between Green and Walnut. Yes- 
terday morning sbe prepared to visit the carpet 
stores, as she alleged, to purcha-e carpeting for 
furnishing the room:. Early inthe day ‘she 
busied herself in preparations for housekeeping, 
as usual, mapifesting no disposition of providing 
for the sad ecque! which followed. She ordered 
ber etrvant girl to’prepare a cup of chocolate, 
aud otber Cishes for breakfast, stating that she 
v a- gOlTg Out to dispatch the business alluded 
tO. andevincing bo extraordinary intentions. 
Af.er the servant had prepared the breakfast 
erd articles of clo hing as directed, she went to 
10 ify ber misties:. This wa: a while after 9 
«clock. 

Visits to allthe rooms on the first and second 
floors failed to discover the object of search. The 
se: Vant ascended to the third story, or garret, 
fronting on the street, and found the door locked 
inside. Terrible suspicions at once took posses- 
sion of the servant, at, since the death of her 
busband, which occurred about a year ago, Mra. 
Levi has at times expressed a desire to rid her- 
Self of the trouble of life—and once or twice did 
attemptto procure pelsonous drugs with that 
object. Her conduct was such on these occa- 
sions tbat a guard was kept upop her until the 
bour of her death. The servant rushed out of 
the bouse and cooveyed her suspicions to Mrs, 
Levi's 80D, who occupies the clothing s'ore on 
the corner of Fourth and Market, which be- 
longed to his father in his life. Mrs. Shenfield, 
next door neighbor to Mrs. L., Mr. A. Steinhart, 
6n uncle of the deceased, who livcs on c rner of 
Market and Second, and Ina shor: while quitea 
large crowd had gathered, 

On forcing the door the body of: the suicide 
e ¥as found dangling from a joist acrosa the cell- 
Ing, and about five or six feet from the door, by 
# stall window-curtain cord attached (0 a single 
pall in the joist, which seemed to have been 
afiven there for the purpose by Mrs. L.’s own 
Lauds. 

It was judged the body had becn dead about 3) 
minutes, as it was yet warm, and pbysicians 
vere sent for, who made fruitiess efforts to vard 
Te-vuscitation. 

Mrs. Levi, it is said, was a high'y-educa‘ed 
lady. sbe leaves eight cbildren. between the 
ages of three and eighbteeo years. It ts conjec- 
tured tbat brooding over the death of her hus- 
band and pecuniary mi‘foriuaes wrought her to 
the commission of the sad deed. It 1s sald that 
abe once before attempted her life by the same 
m abps—banging—but wa? forestailed by timely 
interference. She was between 35 and 40 vears 
efege. From the large number of mourne’s who 
a'tended her bier yesterday morning, it 1s ap- 
parent that the deceased was a lady highly re- 
ap<cted by her friends. The Coroner summoned 
a jury, who returned a verdic: of suicide.
